Mr. Allen, of Mississippi, In opposition fo 
the Consular ^nd Diplomatic Appropria- 
tion bill. Mr. Allen is a Democrat who 
believed In tbe sincerity of his party's de- 
nunciation of Republican 
extravagance 


when said party was in the. minoritv, 
hence his inability to reconcile the stnrop 
speeches of Democratic politicians with 
the Increased expenditure in nearly every 
department that has followed Democratic 
rule at Washington. In 1876 when a Dem- 
ocratic committee reported a bill for the 
diplomatic service carrying 81,000,000 the 
Republican Adminlstratlon'was arraigned 
in Democratic meetings and Democratic 
papers from one end of ihe country to the 
other for its prodigal expenditures, and 
yet, said Mr. Allen, the present bill calls 
for over 8500,000 more then marked that 
era of Republican extravagance. The bill 
of last year, which went through the 
House without a dissenting vote on the 
Democratic side, appropriated 8121,000 
more for this economical Democratic ad- 
ministration thai* had been given to the 
prwediog Republican administration.

What Does It Mean?

bill to reorganize the Navy Department 
were put in a close corner by Messrs. Reed 
and Boutelle, of Maine. The friends (ft 
the bill had proposed an amendment which 
authorizes the Secretaryto transfer ma- 
terials from one bureau to another, Mr. 
Reed opposed the proposition, on the 
ground that under it the Secretary might 
expend money for purposes other than 
those designed by Congress, and called! at- 
tei tion to the fact that a previous Con- 
gress had prohibited the Secretary of the 
Navy from expending the unexpended 
balance in one bureau in some other bu- 
reau. He claimed that this Is simply a 
measure which practically makes the 
money expended in shipbuilding in the 
navy a lump sum. He showed farther 
that If the Secretary so desired he could, 
under this amendment, use tbe appropria- 
tion made by Congress for any purpose he 
wished by.( making purchases of such 
stores as he wished with one bureau's ap- 


bnreau where he wished to use them. 


Mr. Bontelle, who Is a member of the 


Naval Committee, took the same view of, 
the amendment, and went on to declare 
that tbe committee knew.that while it was 
asking to have this power conferred upon 
the Secretary, as It asserted, simply to en- 
able him to use material on hand In one 
bareaur> In another one,' he was actually 
exercising this power, and quoted from an 
editorial In tbe Journal which-stated tBat 
Secretary Whitney had already Issued an 
order to transfer all tbe buildings and roa- 
chlnery in the Navy Yard at Charlestown 
under control of three bureaus to other 
yards.
